BOrKRS DENY TREACHERY,

And, in Reply to Gen. Roberts, Make
Accusnyons Agninst the British,

Loxnpos, March 20.-Tha War Offlca  has
received the following despateh from FLord
Roberts:

Brogmroxreis, March 10,1 have received
the following in reply to my telegram of March
11, to tho Presidents of the Orange Free Btate
und the South African Republie:

“Your Excollency's telegram despatehed ot
045 P M., reached me yesterday, [ assurn
you that nothing would grieve me more than
that my burghers should make themselves
gullty ofa deed auch as (s laid to tholr charge
by you.

“l am, howaver, glad to say that you must
have been mistuken. 1 have made personal
Inquiry of Gen, Delarey, who commanded the
burghers at the place mentione! by von Ha
denles entirely that our burghers acted us
stated by you, but says that on Baturday the
Britlsh troops when about fifty yards from our
position put up thelr hands as well as u white
flag. At the same time your cannon bom-
barded our troops as well. with the result that
Commandant De Beor was wounded,

“Yesterday morning at B o'clock the head
commandant wrote in his account of the battie
as follows:

*'Our soldiers holsted the white flag, but
were thon fired at by the English cannon and
compelled to charge.’

“Perhaps 1t is not known to your Excellancy
that tha same thing happened at Spion Kop,
where, when a portion of the troops holsted
the white tlag and put up their hands ani
while the Lurghers were busy disarming them,
another portion of the troops fired on our burgh-
ers and on the troops that had surrendered.
In consequence thereof not only burghers but
some British ware killed,

"It has also been reported that in the iast
battle of the Tugela English cannon firad on
troops who had surrendered.

“In reference to the explosive lLulleta found
In Gen. Cronje’'s lnagor and elsewhers [ can
give your Excelleney assurance that such bul-
lets wara not purchased or allowed by the Gov-
ernment, I have no reason to doubt your
statement, as I know that many burghers of
this State and the Bouth African Kepublie took
u large number of Lee-Metiord ritfles and dum-
dum and other bullets from British troops,

“May I request your Fxcellency, us the cable
iselosed to me, to make my rep'v known to
your Government and to the neu'r ' vowers by
cable. Staie P'r neENT.”

As an inquiry Into that matter wes that
